They 
had failed to carry out tho exjiressioii ot 
the houao contained in tho resolution of 
6th April, 1887, asking tlmt thu U(jmiiiion 
government consent' to exchange railway 
belt lands between Biirraid Inlet and the 
eastern boundary for tliose situated in thu 
Peace river district. The hon. gentleman 
moved ,in aineudment, cenBUring thorn on 
tliis head. 

Hon. Mr. Robsmi said this would bo tho 
twciity-.sccoiul lime the opposition ■will 
have divided tho liou.se during the present 
session, on what is understood as a direct 
party vote; and with what result ? In no 
instance counting uioro thai) eight in a 
house of twonty-seven, the opposition 
have dwindled down to five, and even 
four? (The junior iiKniiher for Lillooet — 
"Yes, and three") One would almost ho 
led to Biipiiose that lhi> ohjeid. of the op- 
position Wiis to manifest its weakness in 
forcing idl these divisi(jiis; ami it ccrt'iiuly 
was weak, pitifully weak, numerically, 
iiiontally and politicoUy. (Ap|)lauae.) 
And if one oxamuies thoflimaby, frivolous 
qrounds upon which they have, in all 
these twentj'-two instjinces, asked tho 
house to vote want of conlidenco in 
the government, one is puzzled 
to account for tho extraordinary 
conduct of hon. gentlemen opposite. The 
present choice-of subject fittingly caps the 
imax of their folly. So far fnmi neglect- 
ig tho recomiiietidfition of tlie house ii 
year ago to siiek for ;ui exchtmge of the 
railway holt on the .Mainland for land iu 
tho Peace river country, the fact is the 
Govenimont have given the matter 
pTompt, earnest and unremitting atteii- 
tioi). They eagerly embraced the opjior- 
tunity presented, only a few weeks after 
tho house rose, by the presence here of 
the lato Hon. Mr. White. The subject 
waa then earnestly discusaod and tho lato 
minister appeared inclined to fall in with 
the projxi.sal; and although not inehuled 
in tlie olliciid list of i|ueation3 ho (Mr. 
Robs(jn) had gone to Ottawa on the 
special invitation of the Canadian premier 
to discuss, still it received a very great 
deal of conBideration, and he leffc Ottawa 
under the impression that there was every 
probability of tho exchange being 
oirectcd. Ho alluded to tho proiniiiont 
part the Hon. Mr. White had 
tjiken ill the diflcussion, pnying a high and 
feeling tribute to tho deceased stJitesiimn, 
whoso sudden death might be regarded a.s 
a jmblie calamity, and waa a great loss to 
this province, and it was questionable how 
far his death would prejudice or ])osti)oiio 
tlio settlement of this ami other important 
questions still the subject of diaeusaioii 
between the govornmenta. Ho (Mr. 
Robson) would doubtless be reminded 
that there was nothing whatever in tho 
roturns broughi; 'down to the house to 
show for all this. While that was true, 
it was easily oxphiincd. It was distinctly 
understootl and imposed iis a condition 
by tho Dcuninion goveriinient, that the 
nogotiatiouB ill this aud cortilin otlier im- 
portant matters were to bo considered 
conlldentttl until a stage should be reach- 
ed when to make thorn public would not 
embarrass the negotiations and hinder 
succoss; and it was for tliis rtSason that 
tho returns were .silent upon the subject, 
— a silence still imposed upon tho 
government. He had inndo this state- 
ment because ho conceived hon, inomhorH 
wore entitled to it; and ho would not say 
more at tho present timo, because he did 
not feel himself at liberty to do so; but ho 
hnd, ho trusted, said suflioient to show 
how extremely, how ludicrously unfor- 
tunate thu ojiposition had boon hi tho 
selection of a si-. ojectnpon which to divide 
the liouse.

Hun. Mr. Aobson denied having done 
so. 

Mr. Grant acknowledged that ho might 
have boon misinformed. • The provincial 
.lecri^tary was culled "Honoat .lohn." 

Hon. "Mr. Kobson— 1 rather like that. 

Mr. Grant claimed that, there were 
plenty of men outside t.lie housu who were 
quite competent to carry on the liusinesa 
of tho province with greater ciodil than 
the iiresont ministry.

KOOTENAY LA.M) GKANT. 

Hon. Mr. Davio moved the second 
reading of tho bill griiuting two hundred 
thousand acres of land to the Koutoiiay 
Railway and Navigation oompany. 

Col. Baker said the railway to which 
tho proposed grant was to bo umdo waa 
an important one to his <ustricL. Tlic 
railway would connect the great water- 
ways. At tho present time there 
was a mining boom in the district and 
probably the present was tho best time to 
carry out such a scheme. He ' was well 
aware that the hon. member for Esijui- 
nialt was going to oppose the grant. He 
must confess that that h(jn. gentleman 
had consistently opposed tho bill — in fact 
ho had oflured what might be termed a 
crass opposition to the measure. But 
there wore two things to be conaidored — 
what tho country would gain by the build- 
in? of the railway, and what it would 
lose if it was not constructed. After 
dealing with tho two phases, thu hon. gen- 
tleman came to tho conclusion that there 
was ovcry reason to support the measure — 
it would be productive of the greatest 
benotit to tho country. Tho land when 
suivoyed and taken up would tend to 
develop tho country — tho land would pay 
the wild land tax, and if the timber was 
utilized it would pay a royalty, Ho did 
not think it would be a detriment to the 
country even if a much larger grant for it 
would have a tendency to increase the 
revenue. 

Mr. Higgins said that notwithstanding 
the measure was a gnvernmont ono liu 
could not support it.

Return of Jlr. Boscowlt/. and Capt. Warren- 
TUe Schooner W. P. .Sayward Bonded - 
General News. 

By tho stoanier Ancon, which aiTivod 
from Sitka on Wednesday night, there 
were as passengers Mr. .T. Boscowitz and 

Ca|)t. AVarren, who went north some time 
;igo to make arrangements, if possible, for 
the Ijondingof the skins and schooners be 
longing to thom, which were seized last 
year. 

Capt. Warren was interviewed yestor 
day by a OoitONiST reporter and said th.it 
tho authorities at Sitka absolutely refused 
to accept the bonds tendered them by the 
Uritifih owners, in coii3e(|uenee of tho 
time for bonding having expired, except 
in the case of his schooner, tho W. P. 
Sayward. In this instance they reopened 
tho case and released her on substantial 
bonds, and Oapt. Warren will go to Seat- 
tle, where she now is and bring her to 
this port. Bonds tendered by the Amer- 
ican owners were accepted. The skius 
were S(dd and Mr. ,), Boscowitz was the 
jirineiiial buyer, ho ])aying from $3.2.5 to 
7C each f(jr skins. He shipped them 
on the Ancon and they wore landed at the 
outer wharf yesterday morning. The 
schooners now at Seattle will bo sold 
shortly, except in the case above cited. 

With regard to tho authorities at Sitka, 
Capt. Warren expressed himself as being 
pleased with the reception ho met and the 
treatment he got during his stay. - 
oeneuai. new.s.

alhjwed to begin liis road. Ains- 
wortli & Co. wanted to sell the 
franchise. They did not mean de- 
velopment. But {the goveniiiieiit could 
sell the public land without the assistance 
of Ainsworth & Co. Ho (Mr. lliggins) 
had sup])orted tho lirst Kootenay bill; he 
had accepted as gospel the glowing pre- 
dictions that had been uttered by those 
who urged its passage, and he had found 
out when too late that they were illusive 
and deceptive. Ho had also aupporteil 
the grant of 6,000 acres to tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company. He now ex- 
pressed his sorrow for his action in both 
cases and was determined, wlietluu- he sat 
in the house for a long or short period, 
never to repeat his mistake, lie was op- 
posed to large gr.uits of land, or other im- 
portant privileges, being L'ranteil to priv- 
ate cunipaiiies without a i/iiiil pia ijim be- 
ing secured for the country. T'his 
august body was asked to gravely con- 
sider this bill. It reminded him of the 
story of the Greek gentleman, who issued 
invitations to his friends to attend 
the funeral of his deud baby. The friends 
came in so great a thrcmg that he felt 
compelled at last to apologizo for having 
called together so largo a concourse to 
assist at the obsequies of so small a ou-pse 
(laughter.)
